Washington, March 21.—Lieutenant 
General Nelson 
A . Miles yesterday 
told the senate committee on military 
affairs that if the bill introduced by 
Senator Hawley and suggested by the 
war department for the organization 
of a general staff of the army should 
become a law, he would decline longer 
to hold his commission. 
The reason 
he gave for the statement is that the 
bill is utterly subversive of the inter­ 
ests of the military establishment, and 
he said that he would not be a party 
to such a proceeding to th© extent 
even of continuing to hold his place. 
The statement 
was made in the 
course of a prolonged hearing by the 
committee, which was conducted be­ 
hind closed doors, and in which Gen. 
Miles touched upon a variety of sub­ 
jects conn©* ted with the army. 
The 
portion of the bill to which he directed 
his special criticism is that contained 
In Section 7, reading as follows: 
"That from and after the passage 
of this act the senior general officer of 
the army shall be assigned to com­ 
mand such portion of the army as the 
president may dire t, or be detailed to 
duty in the general staff corps. 
All 
duties prescribed by law for the com­ 
manding genera! of the army shall be 
performed by the chief of general staff 
or other general officer designated by 
the secretary of war. 
"Provided, that so long as the pres­ 
ent lieutenant general of the army 
continues on the active list he shall be 
the chief of the general staff, and 
upon the separation from active ser­ 
vice of the said lieutenant general of 
the army, said office, except as herein 
provided, shall cea se and terminate.” 
General Miles said that lf this pro­ 
vision should become a law it would 
have the effect of destroying the unity 
of the army. and he read numerous 
authorities including Napoleon, Wel­ 
lington. Washington. Cass and Grant. 
to show the necessity of having one 
head to the army and of controlling 
authority.

Washington. March 21.—The news 
of General Miles' statements before 
the military committee of the senate 
excited great interest at the war de­ 
partment when it became known there 
late in the day. 
There was a very 
general inquiry as to whether by pass­ 
ing the criticisms upon various offi­ 
cials as reported in the press, General 
Miles had not exposed himself to dis­ 
ciplinary treatment. 
The answer to 
this must be based on the exact 
amount of privilege which attaches to 
testimony given before a committee 
of congress. This question arose last 
week In the course of General Hughes’ 
testimony before the senate Philip­ 
pine committee, when the general 
sought to escape answering questions 
which would involve criticism by him 
of his superior officer. General Otis. 
It appeared that there was a variance 
of opinion in the committee itself as 
to how far General Hughes was at lib­ 
erty to violate army rules and propri­ 
eties. even in answer to committee 
questions, and the question its lf was 
left unsettled. 
While General Miles did not expect 
when he gave his testimony that it 
would be made public in any form, he 
is now willing that it shall be pub­ 
lished by the committee, making him­ 
self the broad statement that the state­ 
ments which were given to the press, 
as those made by himself before the 
committee were misrepresentations, 
totally unwarranted and untrue.

purpose of outlining the work. 
But 
Vittle was done beyond empowering 
Mr. Harris to name such officers and 
i committees as he desires. 
It is real­ 
ized that the question is one of mag­ 
nitude and that necessarily the pro­ 
gress will be slow from the start. 
It 
is believed, however, that there are 
enough prominent men who have the 
matter at heart to carry out the sug­ 
gestion that a new law that will ap­ 
ply to the entire stat**, justly and ade­ 
quately, shall be presented to the next 
legislature. At the last session a ma­ 
jority of the representatives of the 
smaller counties refused to vote for a 
j measure that would affect their con­ 
stituents, and the Joss bill did not be­ 
come a law* until it was made to apply 
to this county only, in a compulsory 
way. 
This sort of opposition is anti­ 
cipated again, but Mr. Harris, who is 
an enthusiast on the question, has sug­ 
gested that it should be promulgated 
throughout the coming campaign by 
the speakers of both parties, so that a 
sentiment will b© created. Then when 
the legislators meet here next winter 
they cannot evade the issue by saying 
that they do not know what their con­ 
stituency desires. 
It has also been 
suggested by Mr. Harris that both 
parties be asked to declare again in 
their state platforms in favor of re­ 
form and also that there be an ef­ 
fort to have the county and district 
conventions that are yet to be held to 
take similar action. 
In this manner 
the question will be brought before 
the people so that there will be a 
general discussion of it before the 
convening of the legislature. 
It is 
likely that all the commercial organi­ 
zations of the state will be urged to 
join in the preparation of a new law. 
The movement has taken head here as 
a matter of course, as this is the coun­ 
ty that is now forced to operate under 
a primary law. It is to be made stater 
wide, and Mr. Harris and other gen- 
i tlemen who are at its front are anxious 
that this shall be clearly understood.
